Appointed to fill a vacancy occasioned by the resignationof the , 
former able and efficient Superintendent, Rev. George Bryant—a 
new comer into the town and State, and, of course, without sufficient 
time to-become familiar with the system of Public Schools. existing 
here, he must also find some excuse in his condition of health, for 
some time past, for imperfection in the performance of his other du- 
ties, as well as in the present Report.

The faithful and successful teacher was obliged by ill fealtie to 
leave her school in the middle of the last term. But such was the 
evident and general desire that she should remain, if possible, the 
teacher of this school, that it was thought best to appoint no one 
in her place. Consequently the school was suspended, with the hope 
that rest and restored health would permit Miss Haley to resume it. 

THE INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 
Was under the charge of Miss Lizzie A. Meader the first two 
terms, and Miss Nellie E. Smith the last term. :

The Committee regrets to be obliged to report that the peace and 
progress of this school have been much interrupted by the disorderly 
conduct of a few of the larger boys, compelling the teachers to waste 
time and strength in subduing and controlling them, which would 
have been more profitably employed in teaching the well-disposed 
and studious. . 

In the natural reluctence to cut them off from the privileges of 
school, and send them adrift into idleness, ignorance and mischief— 
and the course of life consequent upon these, it is quit: possible too

much clemency has been shown. But if so, it is a matter admit- 
ting of future, effectual remedy.

Text Books :—Hillard’s Readers; Progressive Speller; Green- 
leaf’s Arithmetics; Guyot’s Geographies; Quackenbos’ Grammar ; 
Pope’s Fssay (for analysis) Penmanship and Composition. 

The school suffered during this term from the insubordination of a 
few of the older boys, who finding themselves unable to eject the 
teacher wisely concluded themselves to leave. 

The only change in the Text Books has been the substitution in 
the High School of Worcester’s for the Progressive Speller, and in 
all the schools in District No. 1, the substitution of Walton’s series 
of Arithmatics—Primary, Intellectual and Illustrative Practical for 
Greenleaf’s series. The latter has done good and honorable ser- 
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vice, but isnow giving place to more modern and improved books. 
Some cf the advantages claimed for the new series, are greater sim- 
plicity, clearness, and accuracy of statement—the dispensing with 
mere arithmetical puzzles and much else that is obsolete and use- 
less and the addition of new matter and methods needed by and fit- 
ted for the present state of the business world. Of course time and 
trial are necessary to test the utility of such a change. It has met 
as been ac- 
complished by exchanging the old books, many of them in a dilapi- 


the approval of the teacher’s so far as expres

dated state, for new ones and at a greatly reduced price. 

The Committee has in addition to the number of visits prescribed 
by law, made repeated visits to some of the schools—many of them 
merely brief, informal calls—but probably not far from forty in all. 

Hf{e can bear testimony to the earne# and faithful endeavors of all 
these teachers to do their work well—and to the success which has, 
in various measures, crowned their efforts. He can trace the influ- 
ence and work of former teachers, and also the interest and success 
of those who have preceded him in the office of Committee in placing 
these schools upon a good foundation—in devising liberal things for 
them. He sees reason for congratulation, after due allowance for the 
imperfection attaching itself to all things human—in view of their 
present favorable condition on the whole—and in all this encourage- 
ment for still more earnest efforts for their future improvement. 

He can not too strongly urge upon his fellow-citizens the impor- 
tance of cherishing their system of Public Schools. By a wise fore- 
ight our Fathers provided that there should be one place of gathering 
where the children of the rich and the poor, the highest and the low- 
est, without distinction of political or denominational creed, cast or 
condition, should meet on equal terms—and learn the lessons of in- 
telligence, virtue and religion needful to prepare them for future cit- 
izenship. 


Those free Public.Schools have had much to do with making our 


own portion of the country what it is. They have been the nurse- 
ries from which the best and noblest in the land have gone forth.— 
They have made skilful and ingenious the labor that has lined our 
streams with cities of mauufacture—that has built our fair villages, 
and made them busy hives of industry—that has made even our hard 
and rocky soil smile with culture. They have spread their leaven 
- far and wide through the land. And it has been in great measure the 


wise counsels and skilled valor which received in them their early 
training—that have secure] the integrity, perpetuity and freedom 
of our Jand and its government.
